A  CLOSED  -  CIRCUIT  CAM- 
pus  radio  station,  KDLX,  will 
be  in  operation  here  by  the 
first  of  April,  according  to  plans 
released  this  week  by  Larry 
White,  student  manager  for  the 
project. 

Approval  by  President  J. 
W.  Jones  was  received  March 
IS  and  programming  should 
begin  early  next  month,  White 
said. 

The  non-commercial  station, 
a  joint  project  of  Alpha  Phi 
Omega  and  the  Radio  Club,  will 
operate  during  the  evening 
hours,  five  days  a  week.  Initial 
broadcasting  will  be  limited  to 
the  men’s  quad  although  future 
extention  to  residence  hall  is 
planned.

“A  CARRIER  -  CURRENT 
system  of  transmission  will  be 
used,”  White  indicated,  ‘‘with 
the  signal  carried  by  the  regu¬ 
lar  power  lines.” 

No  special  connection  is 
needed  to  receive  KDLX, 

-  which  will  operate  at  5G0  kilo¬ 
cycles.. 

Ten  to  twelve  students  will  be 
needed  to  handle  announcing 
and  programming  duties,  White 
said.  A  supervisory  board  com¬ 
posed  of  Dean  Koerble,  the  di¬ 
rectors  of  men’s  and  women’s 
housing,  and  one  member  each 
from  Alpha  Phi  Omega  and  the 
Radio  Club  has  been  appointed.
